Says Russia 
Got Uranium 
Here In 1945 
By "Pressure" 


Washington, Aug. 6 (IP) — Rep. 


MacDowell (R-Pa.) said today a 
"significant" amount of uranium me- 
tal, a "vital component" of the at- 
omic bomb, was sent to Russia in 
1945. 


In a House speech, MacDowell said 


these shipments were in addition to 
those he told the House un-American 
activities committee yesterday were 
made during war years. 


MacDowell, at the committee's 


hearings on Communist spying, had 
said 1,300 pounds went to Russia in 
1943. 


"Result Of Pressure" 
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He said in his House speech that 


1,420 
pounds also were sent in 1945. 


And he repeated to the House what 


he said at the committee meeting — 
that the materials were obtained 
"as a result of pressure of the high- 
est kind." 


Across the capitol, Senators who 


have been looking into Communist 
activities^ and alleged spying sus- 
pended their public hearings because 
they said the Truman administration 
refuses to give them necessary facts. 


Clark Refuses Records 


Chairman Ferguson (E-Mich.) of 


the Senate Investigating subeom- 
mittee announced the decision. He 
made public also a refusal by At- 
torney General Tom Clark to supply 
official FBI records on William W. 
Remington. 


Meantime, the House un-American 


activities committee went under- 
ground for a secret meeting with a 
mystery witness in its own similar 
investigation. 


Clark's refusal to turn over the 


FBI records on Remington was in 
line with an order from President 
Truman who denounced the congres- 
sional hearings yesterday as a "red 
herring" intended to divert public 
attention from what he calls the 
refusal of the Republican-controlled 
Congress to enact adequate anti- 
inflation legislation. 


Although public hearings are be- 


ing suspended, Ferguson said the 
Senate group will continue to dig

SETS RECORDS 


After Thursday ha'd set a record as 


the coolest August 5 on record in 
Gettysburg, this morning's low tem- 
perature dropped to a chilly 56 de- 
grees, making it the coldest August 
6 In 14 years. 


The Gettysburg Times weather 


records show that Thursday's high.; 
temperature of 67 degrees was far 
below the maximum readings taken 
on aU other August 5 observations 
here since records were started in 
1303. 


The nearest approach to yester- 


day's 67 degrees from August 5 came 
in 1942 when the high temperature 
was 75 degrees. Maximum readings 
in the sixties are not exceptional, 
however, 
in 
Gettysburg. Times 


•weather records show that on a score 
or more of August days in the last 
46 years, the mercury has failed to 
climb out of the sixties. 


This morning's 56 degrees equals 


a mark for this date set in 1922. In 
1934 
there was a. low of 53 degrees 


on August 6 and in 1927, the low 
reading was 54 degrees. 


Thursday's rains which totaled 


approximately 1.20 inches broke the 
dry spell that gripped this section 
during the last month and ap- 
proached July's total for that entire 
month of 1.6 inches. 


IBat -properties are not changing 
hands as rapidly this year as they 
did in 1947 when over 2,600 property 
transfers were recorded.

cent of what the owner received 
when selling. Taking several figures 
at random showed one property as- 
sessed at $800 which sold for ap- 
proximately $4,000; another prop- 
erty assessed at $700 which sold at 
$5,500; another assessed at $1,100, 
which sold at $9,000 and one assessed 
at $3,151 which sold for $11,000. One 
local property which recently sold, 
after extensive alterations, for $165,- 
000, was assessed at $5,500. 


Of the property transfers during 


the first six months, 170 were houses, 
according to the reports made to 
the tax board; 147 were lots and 131 
were farms. There were seven school 
houses listed, four timberlots, a ware- 
house, a feedmill and a park.

to companion because of the fate of 
the God-directed but despised proph- 
et, Jeremiah. The weak and cringing 
king Zedekiah had permitted the 
princes Of the war party to cut 
Jeremiah into a dungeon which was 
really a cistern. There he was left 
to die unless help came in some un- 
expected way. 


While the princes were busy and 


King Zedekiah aat at the gate of 
Benjamin dispensing judgments, the 
Ethiopian man went to the king, told 
him that Jeremiah would soon die in 
the pit because of famine and pled 
that he be allowed to rescue him. 
For a few moments the cowardly 
king acted with, decision and ordered 
the Ethiopian to take some men and 
pull Jeremiah out before he died. 


Courage and Faith 


This slave who showed such cour- 


age and faith in God as he stood be- 
fore the king was a man without 
country or freedom. Nothing was re- 
quired of slaves but abject obedience. 
Duty, honor, privilege—all these were 
reserved for those in high position 
and authority. But this man had the 
soul of a free man. He had con- 
quered his own fears before he re- 
buked the king and asked his help. 
It takes courage to ask such a thing 
and face refusal and possible pun- 
ishment. 


Ebed-Melech had conquered his 


leafs and the temptation to be bltterrcued? 


ried about the prophet but Ebed- 
Melech. He exercised hla right to be 
kind. And God rewarded this black 
servant for his service to th* pro- 
phet- aiid Israel. While Jeremiah was 
still held In the court of the guard, \ 
God spoke to him, saying', "Oo, and 
speak to Ebed-Melech, the Ethio- 
pian, saying,—behold, 1 will bring 
my words upon this city for evil, and 
not for good; and they shall be ac- 
complished before thee in that day. 
But I will deliver thee in that day, 
saith Jehovah; and thou shalt not 
be given into the hand of the men 
of whom thou art afraid.—because 
thou hast put thy trust in me." 


Kindness is frequently considered 


a virtue which is rather negative. 
Instead, it is one of the finest qual- 
ities of Christian character. Here in 
the lesson it has been shown in the 
character of the slave. God used a 
humble man to rescue Jeremiah and 
granted them both freedom from fu- 
ture bondage.

As soon AS King Zed- 
ekiah ordered Ebed-Melech to j&ve 
Jeremiah, the skve went to the cel- 
lar of the Sing's treasury, and secured 
old , rags and *om-out garments. 
These he and his Helpers took to 
thte 'd'ungeon and "let down 6y cords 
into the dungeon to Jeremiah." The) 
slave tfign directed Jeremiah to place' 
the fags uivaef his armpits to relieve 
the scrapuig of the cords. Jeremiah 
gratefully did so and "was drawn up

ana fresh air, Jeremiah certainly 
owed his life to the humble but re- 
sourceful servant. 


Ebead-Melech rfecognised his duty 


and was rewarded 6y saying one of i 
God's, great ministers. He was the 
only person who .evefi remembered 
Jeremiah's helplessness and showed 
any kindness-or consideration. The 
stress and strain were like our 20th 
century International crises.

Occupants of the training plane 


were Thomas M. Poe, Jr., 27, and 
John Hackett, a student. Poe is an 
Army ah- force veteran. Hacfcett 
was treated at a hospital for cuts 
on his forehead and cheeks. 


Hackett said Poe was at the con- 


trols and neither saw the Navy plane 
until just before the collision. He said 
the planes were going in the same 
direction and as soon as they saw 
what was happening, they threw off 
their safety belts, pushed the door 
open and jumped.

METHODS BEING 
USED IN RED SPY 
PROBE ASSAILED 


By JAMES MARLOW 


Washington, Aug. 6 W) — Con- 


gressional committees are making 
headlines with their investigation 
of alleged Russian spy rings in war- 
time Washington among government 
employes. 


But they're using tactics com- 


pletely du^erent from those of the. 
Canadian government which in 19£6 
not only investigated a spy ring, 
aut found it, smashed it and sent 
people to jaiL 


The Canadian government made 


its investigation privately. When it 
felt it had enough evidence to send 
certain people to jail, it made the 
evidence public. And those people 
were convicted and jailed. 


Opposite Method Here 


Some innocent people were dragged 


into the investigation. The Canadian 
government checked them. When it 
found they were innocent it saved 
them from injury by .never making 
theu: names public It could do that 
because its investigation was private. 


But the opposite method is being 


used here, especially by the House 
un-American activities committee, 
which is digging into the alleged 
wartime spy ring here. 


The Senate investigating commit- 


tee,/ which is looking into the gov- 
ernment's loyalty program, has let 
its, witnesses accuse only one man 
by' name. 


Tactics Criticized 


But before the un-American ac- 


tivities committee, confessed former 
Communists'have trotted up to the 
stand andv publicly denounced a 
number of men — some of them 
formerly high in this government — 
as Communists or tools of American 
Communists and Russian agents. 


If those men — or some of them 


• prove to be Innocent of the charg- 


es made against them, they've al- 
ready suffered bitter damage from 
having their names dragged Into the 
case'at all. 


These tactics have now been se- 


verely criticized not only by Presi- 
dent Truman but by at least two 
leading newspapers, the New York 
Times and the Washington Evening 
Star. 


Grand Jury Can't Indict 


Mr. Truman said neither investi- 


gation so far has produced anything 
that has not long been known to the 
FBI. And all of it has been laid be- 
fore a grand jury in New York.
